THE EFFECTS of closing a 
big section of Aberdeen’s nsh 
market began to bite at the 
end of last week when two of 


the port’s larger seine netters 
by-passed Aberdeen to land 
at North Shields. 

The 86ft. Helene and the 76ft. 
Shielwood — each with some 400 boxes — 
went to North Shields rather than face 
serious landing delays. 

Last Frid^ Hugh Brown, the Scottish 
Fisheries Minister, came to the port for 
talks with Aberdeen Harbour Board and 
he heard the fears of local industry 
leaders. A board plan was announced to 
aid landings and a decision on a fiah 


market grant was promised within days. 

All eectlona of the industry have been 
workirijg under tremendous pressure since 
1,000 ft. of market space was closed last 
week. And many market users are con- 
vinced that it is only time before events go 
very wrong indeed. 

Already boxes have to be stacked as 
many as four high rather than be laid out 
singly. This means merchants are unable 
to mapect all the fU^. On heavy landing 
days second sales are held and these 
cause serious distribution delays. 

One merchant told Fishing News: 
"This will never do. The system is all 
wroi^s and the situation is very serious. 
We just don't have the space and, when a 
lot of boats come in, some just won't get 
landed".
